[* Cherry Has No Choice But 


to Veto Tax Exemption for 
Feed, Seed, and Fertilizer 


We were going to say this anyway but since Gov- 


ernor Francis Cherry called last night for a quick report 
on state-wide opinion we'll say it today — 


The late General Assembly passed and sent to the 


'governor's desk a bill to exempt seed, feed, and fertiliser 


from the 2% state sales tax. Mr. Cherry is debeting 
whether to sign or veto it — and this newspaper re- 
spectfully advises him he has no choice but to veto it. 


It is supposed to be the popular thing politically to 


sign bills which appear to give the farmer a "break" — 
but this particular bill would help a few at the expense of 
many, and regardless of the fact that it was expertly 
lobbied through the legislature Mr. Cherry is committed 
both by his campaign promises and his oath as governor 
to destroy it. 


For unless he does destroy it this measure will not 


only cripple the facilities of state government the next 
two years but it may eventually destroy the state sales 
tax — with never-ending disaster for the public schools 
and welfare agencies. 


Governor Cherry estimates that signing this tax 


exemption bill would cost the state between 1^ and 2 
million dollars annual revenue. If he grants the exemp- 
tion he must veto appropriation bills passed by the leg- 


. islature to the tune of 2 millions, in order to balance the 
* state budget. 


The governor recalls that during his campaign he 


favored rax" exemption for seed, feed, and fertilizer, but 
only in the "eVent that the lost revenue were replaced 
with new taxqtion. This was not done. The legislature 
granted tax exemption without providing new revenue — 
and so by his own campaign pledge Governor Cherry is 
bound to veto the exemption bill. 


But there is a larger aspect in his sworn duty to the 


whole commonwealth as governor. Because of our obso- 
lete property tax laws local government and the public 
schools depend heavily on rigid collection of the 2% 
state sales tax. Now a country merchant right here in 
Hempstead county tells The Star that if seed, feed, and 
fertilizer are exempt from the sales tax no rural merchant 
is going to attempt to keep books on which of his sales 
are taxable and which are tax-exempt — the effect of 
signing this bill yyould be to cancel out of the state sales 
tax picture the gross sales of all the country merchants 
in Arkansas. 


This is a fair and reasonable conclusion — given 


me by a friend who is himself a cquntry merchant. 


Again The Star sa.ys-v^cvernor Cherry has no choice 


but to veto the exem'p'Tiori bill— and you farmers who 
have the same stake in the public schools and welfare 
agencies that townspeople do owe it to yourselves to sit 
down today and write,Governor Cherry an honest citizen's 
answer.
